June 5 —Gov- 
ernor John S. Fisher is going fishing 
ala Coolidge on his vacation. 
Although the State's chief execu­ 
tive admits beforehand that he is 
no experts angler, he hopes to show' 
the President th at Pennsylvania can 
hold its own wdth Vermont when it 
comes to producing fishermen-execu- 
ties. Governor Fisher will leave H ar­ 
risburg July 21 to go to Mackinac. 
Michigan for two weeks. 
Governor Fisher said, however, that 
he is less intent on establishing ang­ 
ling records th at he is on getting a 
good rest. 
After his trip to Mack­ 
inac th e ‘Governor may visit relatives 
in the middle west, he said, although 
his plans there are as yet very in­ 
definite. 
The legislature and its attendant 
flood of bills wms hardly out-of the 
way until the Governor was compel­ 
led to plunge into consideration of 
the hundreds of appointments which 
awaited his attention. 
The appointments to the various 
commissions and vacancies added to 
the endless stream s of job hunters 
which at all times filled the executive 
offices kept the Governor on the job 
much longer hours than the average 
Capitol Hill employe is accustomed 
to work, and as a result Governor 
Fisher feels he needs two u'eeks of 
rest at least. 
W hether or not there will be an 
“official party” with the Governor 
on his Michigan trip has not been 
announced, but it is reasonably cer- j 
tain th at it will not be necessary to 
charter any school houses in the 
Michigan woods to hold Governor s 
clerical forces while the State execu­ 
tive rests. The Governor expects his 
short trip to be a real vacation, and 
it is thought he will refuse to be an­ 
noyed by any official m atters during 
his stay.
